From the Camp near Bouchain, O&. 12. On Satur- 
day the roth Inftant, his Grace the Duke of Marl- 
borough receiv’d an Account from Count Dohna: 
Governour of Mons, that upon Advice of the E- 
nemy’s iending 12 Boats laden with Corn and

A Diftribution is made this Day of Hay, 
Straw and Oats at-Marchienne tothe whole Army, 
and there is fuch further l'rovifion made as will be 
fufficient to fupply the Troops till fuch time as _ the 
Town of Bouchain fhall be put into a Condition 
of Defence. The Armies on both Sides continue 
{till in their former Situation. as

As Enthufiafin is a kind of Excefs in Devotion, 
Superftition is the Excefs not only of Devotion, but 
of Religion in general, according to an old Heathen 
Saying, quoted by Amlus Gellins, Religentem effe 
oportet, Religiofum mefas: A Man fhould be Reli- 
gious, not Superftitious : For as the Author tclis us, 
Nigidius obferved upon this Paffage, that all the La- 
tin Words which terminate in of#s imply vitious Cha- 
raters, and the having ofany Quality to an Excefs. 


An Enthufiaft in Religion is like an obftinateClown, 
a Superititious Man like an infipid Courtier. En- 
thufiafm has fomething in it of Madnefs, Super- 
{tition of Folly. Mott of the Seés that fall thort 
of the Church of England, have in them ftron 
Tin@ures of Enthufiafm, as the Loman Catholick 
Religion is one huge overgrown Body of childith 
and idle Superftitions. 


The Roman Catholick Charch feems indeed irre- 
coverably loft in this Particular. If an abfurd Drefs 
or Behaviour be introduced in, the World, it 
will foon be found out and difcarded : On thecon- 
trary, a Habitor Ceretnony, tho’ never f0 ridiculoys, 
that has taken Sanétuary in the Church, fticks in it 
for ever. A Gothic Bifhop, perhaps, thought it pro- 
per to repeat fuch a Form in fuch particular Shoes 
or Slippers. Another fancied it would be very de- 
cent if fuch a Part of publick Devotions were per- 
formed with a Mitre on his Head, and a Crofier in 
his Hand. To this a Brother Vandal, as wile as 
the others, adds an antick Dreis, which he con- 
ceived would allude very. aptly to fuch and fuch 
Myfteries, till by Degrees the whole Office degene- 
rates into an empty Show. 


Their Succeffors fee the Vanity and Inconveni- 
ence of thefe Ceremonies, butinttead of reforming, 
perhaps add others, which they think inore fignifi- 
cant, and which take Poffeflion in the fame man- 
ner, and are never to be driven out after they have 
been once admitted. I have feen the Pope officiate 
at Saint Peters, where, for two Hours together, he 
was bufied in putting on or off his different Ac- 
coutrements, according to the different Parts he was

Nothing is fo glorious in the Eyes of Mankind, 
and ornamental to Human Nature, fetting afide 
the infinite Advantages that arife from. it, as aftrong 
fleady mafculine Piety ; but Enthufiafm and Super- 
ftition are the Weakneffes of Human Reafon, that 
expofe us to the Scornand Derifion of Infidels, and 
fink us even below the Beafts that perith. - 7
